A DECISION IS 


HANDED DOWN 


Bv-Judge McClenahan in Case of 


the Town of St. Mathias 


Against County. 


BILLS APE MOSTLY ALLOWED. 


Those who Can Afford it Must 


Pa> the Expense in Cases 


of Epidemic. 


Judge McClenahan 
has 
handed 
down his decision in the case of the 
Town of St. M athias vs. Crow W ing 
county and it will be read with con­ 
siderable interest. 
It seems that the tow nship officers 
incurred some expense in taking care 
of several cases of smallpox about a 
year ago now, and a statem en t of the 
expense was made out and handed 
to the county auditor. 
At the next 
m eeting of the county commissioners 
it was decided not to allow the bill. 
T his was one of the first of the kind 
th a t was ever sent in to the county 
and it has been made a sort of test 
case all the way through, and there 
is now som ething like 14000 against 
the county which has been conting­ 
en t on the decision of the ju lg e in 
this case. 
U nder the law 
the board of tow n­ 
ship officers comprises the board of 
health and in cases of epidemic they 
are supposed to serve in the capaci­ 
ties of the regular health officers. 
These men naturally in some instanc­ 
es spend considerable time and labor 
in looking after the cases and in this 
particular case a bill was sent in for 
the time put in by a member of the 
board. 
Judge McClenahan decided that 
the town was entitled to $118. 
The 
town asked jud g m en t in the sum of 
$16o.89. 
In reducing this amount 
the court has decided another im­ 
portant phase of this question, 
lie 
held th at under the law a person 
who is able to pay the necessary bill 
of expense is to be charged up with 
the cost; th at the law 
wherein the 
county becomes liable is only appli­ 
cable to persons not able to pay costs 
of treatm en t etc. All the other cases 
where town officers have sent in bills 
will 
therefore be 
settled on this 
basis.

A DECISION IS 
HANDED DOWN 


»y\)ud;e McCIenahan in Case of 
the Town of St. Mathias 
4;ainst County. 


BILLS ARE MOSTLY ALLOWED. 


Those who Can Afford it Must 
Pay the Expense in Cases 


of Epidemic. 
Judge McCIenahan has banded 
down bis decision in the case of tbe 
Town of St. Mathias vs. Crow Y7inp 
county and it will be read with con­ 
siderable interest. 
If seems that the township officers 
incurred some expense in taking care 
of several cases of smallpox about a 
year ago now, and a statement of the 
expense was made out and handed 
to tbe county auditor. 
At tbe next 
meeting of the county commissioners 
it was decided not to allow the bill. 
This was one of the first of the kind 
that was ever sent in to the county 
and it has been made a sort of test 
case all tbe way through, and there 
is now something tike $4000 against 
the county which has been conting­ 
ent on the decision of the julge in 
this case. 
Under the law tbe board of town­ 
ship officers comprises the board of 
health aud in cases of epidemic they 
are supposed to serve in the capaci­ 
ties of tbe regular health officers. 
These men naturally in some instanc­ 
es spend considerable time and labor 
in looking after the cases and in this 
particular case a bill was sent in for 
the time put in by a member of the 
board. 
Judge McCIenahan decided that 
tbe town was entitled to 1118. The 
town asked judgment in the sum of 
$160.89. Id reducing this amount 
the court has decided another im­ 
portant phase of this question. He 
held that uuder tbe law a person 
who is able to pay the necessary bill 
of expense is to be charged up with 
tbe cost; that the law whereiu the 
county becomes liable is only appli­ 
cable to persons not able to pay costs 
[ of treatment etc. AH tbe other cases 
where town officers have sent in bills 
will therefore be settled on this 
basis.
